The above written Letter was delivered.to Thomas Athin his hand , and the Meſfen- 
ger brought me tidings that he read it, and when he had done tore ir ro pieces and' 
laught, ill beeoming his age, gray hairs and place, who after ſome dayes fent we a let- 
ter in rhe Night when ic was dark, a figure of his. unfruicful works, who hates ro be 
refcrmed,. and to the end, that others may beware:and learn wiſdome, which many re- 
zi whoſe deeds are with Gods fear and Wiſdom to be brought to the Light: which e- 
qually tryeth all things, aud accordingly reproves and condemnerh, or approveth and 
Juſtifieth , 1 ſay according to-the faithful and'true witnefle in the Conſcience of Male 
and Female, ſo ſhall every ones deeds done in the body be condemned or juſtified, 

-as 1s the ground and nature by which they axc conceived and brovghr forth, theſe are 
the true ſayings of the ſure word of propheſie rhat gave forth the Scriptures of Truth, 
he that can belieye and receive it without offence, let him.

TN Aniel Baker , ſaw you at my Lord Mayors gate upon the twenty ninth day of Ofober 

laſt, being the fir(t day when he came from as 4 pl you were in a wild poſture, more 
tithe a mad man then a ſober perſon, you were then adviſed to return to your bouſe, but you ſtil 
continued there in drawing a great concourſe of people about you, to the great diſturbance 
of the peace of this City, drawing Cut-purſes and Pick-yokets about you , a fit 
time for fuch perſons to commit Robbery ; you were then — carried to the Counter 
by force by Porters as I am informed, who were paid for their pains taken about you, 
if you had gone willingly, you ſhould not have been drag'd thither ; A Friend of yours defired 
me to diſcharge you, to that end [ ſent for you to come unto me, intending to have admoniſhed 
you to make no ſuch diſturbance for the future, and then to have diſcharged you , but you writ 
me a Letter, and ſent me word by your Keeper , that you would be dragged out as you were 
carried in (this is falſe) and if that be your mind, when you deſire your Liberty, get a heeper 
to bring you to me, and I (hall give a diſcharge , inthe mean time if you want any fitting ac- 
commodation in the Counter, it 1s your 0wn fault, Ipitty your condition,the Lord open your eyes,

Friend, I have received thy Letter, and I did not fear it to pieces after I read it as 
thou didſt mine. But how is it thou art ſo dark and blind, though thou ſaw me ar 
thy Lord Mayors gate , Why could not thou ſee to do juſtice, aadrelieve the oppreſ- 
fed within and without, and ceaſe from peviſhneſle and perverſnefle , madnefle and 
folly? for it is high time for thee ro learn moderation and ſobriety, and ceaſe from falſe 
accuſing the Lords Servant,whom rhou ſay appeared more like a mad man(then a ſober 
o—__ a wilde poſture; know thou that the Servant is not above his Lord,of whom 

uch as crucified him ſaid heis mad and hath a Devil, and if they called the Maſter of 
the houſe Be/zebub, how much more them of his houſhold ; and however I appeared to 
thee.know ir was the Lords Truth andTeſtimony I declared that feaſon againſt your g- 
bomination:zI ſpake the words ofTruth and ſobernes asany moderate men may read in 
a Book Tituled, A certain Warning, whichis fulfilling, and is to be fulfilled upon the 
heads of ſuch as are with thee in thy Life and Nature: 

Thou ſay I was adviſed that day to return ro my houſes I ſay ig becomes not-a Ruler 
to hearken to,or to ſpeak a lie, which I turn back vpon thy head,for I heard none ſpeak 
ſuch words to me; and foraſmuch as thou ſay, I con-inued rhere drawing a great con-

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And if ſuch a ſmall number of perſons FAIRS rogether at the Mayors fate, were 
4 fir rime for Cut-purſes and Pick- pockets ro commit robbery# 1 query how fit and 
large opportuuiries have they fo frequently given them by the Rulers of the earch which 
forget Juſtice and Judgement, [as thou have done] and to relief rhe oppreſſed, and 
rather exalrc folly and vaniry, and heatheniſh cuſtomes which captivates the minds of 
people our of Gods fear at ſuch ſeaſons, when the Mayor Aldermen and preat Earrhly 
wile men that have loſt the key of knowledge, the opprefſing Lawyers and Rabbies, _ 
' with their folly and vanity and heatheniſh cuſtoms and idolatrous abowinariuns, with 
them is carried through the open ſtreets of the wicked City , when fo niany thouſands

employments to be ſet ar, work at them that can work 3 The Lord God will aſluredly 
account with you for theſe things, and for his Creatures which you ſo greedily waſte 
and conſume upon your ungodly luſts ; and thou fay 1 was deſervedly carried to the 
Counter by force by Porters, and whatis my crime thou charge me with, both in 
the Mittimus and thy Letter ro me ? viz. I occaſioned a great Tumulr of people to be 
gathered rogecher, drawing a great concourſe of people, of Cur-purſes and Pick-pock- 
ers about you [ſay thou to me;] But heark Friend, haft thou a Law for ſuch Crimes,or 
is this of thy own waking ? Now if there be ſuch a Law in force, ro be equally mini- 
fired or executed upon all without reſpe& of perſons(which is bur reaſonable, and
